Report of the Superintending School Committee. 





Your committee submits the following report : 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


William G. Andrews, Prudential Committee. Miss Effie S. John- 
son, of Bradford, taught this school during the summer term of 
nine weeks. ‘Teacher and scholars worked harmoniously, and a 
commendable improvement was made. ‘The fall and winter term 
was twenty weeks in length. ‘There was a vacation of one week 
during the term. Miss Lizzie B’ Andrews, of this town, teacher. 
Miss Andrews fully sustained her former reputation of being a 
faithful and efficient teacher. ‘The school appeared well at all times 
when visited by the committee, and excellent progress was made 
by all scholars regularly attending. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Augustus D. Follansbee, Prudential Committee. The summer 
and fall terms, each of seven weeks, and the winter term of ten 
weeks, were under the efficient nanagement of Miss Mary E. Bailey 
of this town. ‘This is the largest school in town. ‘The teacher 
labored hard for the interest of the school, and her efforts were 
crowned with success. The examination at the close of the last 
term was very interesting and highly creditable to teacher and 
scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Charles C. Sawyer, Prudential Committee. The summer and 
fall terms, each of seven weeks, were taught by Miss Etta L. Max- 
son, of Warner. ‘The teacher was young and inexperienced, but 
succeeded well in this small school. Good progress was made.

DISTRICT NO. a. 


Charles C. Marshall, Prudential Committee. Miss Ella F. Titus, 
of Chelsea, Vt., taught this school during the summer term of ten, 
and the winter term of thirteen weeks. Miss Titus is a graduate 
of the Vermont State Normal School, and a teacher of experience. 
Her methods of instruction and discipline are commendable. ‘The 
examination at the close of the first term showed that thorough 
work had been done. ‘The second term has not closed at the 
writing of this, but thus far has been highly successful. 


DISTRICIINO 26, 


John C. Howlett, Prudential Committee. ‘The summer term of 
eight and the fall term of ten weeks were under the instruction of 
Miss Minnie S. Clough of New London. ‘This was Miss Clough’s 
first effort at teaching. During the first term there was not that 
friendly feeling between the teacher and some of the pupils which 
we like to see manifested, but at the beginning of the second term’ 
there was a decided change for the better in this respect. We were 
unable to visit the school at the close of the second term, but judg- 
ing from reports of parents and others consider it a profitable term. 


DISTRIGCE NO7: 


Wiliam H. Chadwick, Prudential Committee. The summer 
term of eight and the winter term of twelve weeks were success- 
fully conducted by Miss Abbie L. ‘Truell of Grafton. ‘The teacher 
has a quiet, ladylike way in the school room, and wins the confi- 
dence and esteem of her pupils. We were pleased with the ap- 
pearance of the school. Deportment good; progress rapid and 
thorough. 


DISTRIGIRENOSS. 


Fred L. Wells, Prudential Committee. The fall and only term 
of nine weeks was taught by Miss Minnie L. Wells of this town. 
We consider that the district was fortunate in securing the services 
of so competent a teacher for this small school. Most of the 
scholars were quite young, but good progress was made by all. 
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DISTRICT NO. 9.

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GENERAL REMARKS, 





There have been two hundred and thirty-three and seven-tenths 
weeks of school in town the past year. Fifteen different teachers 
have been employed, and one hundred and eighty-four scholars, 
ninety boys and ninety-four girls, have attended. school two weeks 
or more. ‘The average daily attenda:ce has been one hundred and 
thirty-seven. The number of children in town between the ages 
of five and fifteen, by the selectmen’s enumeration in April, 1885, 
was one hundred and twenty-nine, sixty-five boys and sixty-four 
girls. ‘These have all attended school except three, and those are 
under eight years of age. 

Most of the prudential committee have evidently been careful in 
the selection of teachers, and in seven districts the teachers have 
been retained during the year. This is highly commendable. A 
frequent change of teachers is a great disadvantage to a school. 
A faithful, efficient teacher should be employed several terms. 

If parents would see the highest results from the expenditure of 
money appropriated for school purposes, they should manifest an 
interest in the school, and earnestly support the teacher in every 
effort for its improvement. ‘They should teach their children at 
home the necessity of prompt obedience in the school-room. It 
ought not to be necessary for teachers to spend their time in gov- 
erning children who have arrived at the years of understanding. 
They should also be taught to be gentlemanly and lady-like to the 
teacher at all times. We were glad to see as many of the parents and 
others at the closing examinations, and hope the number attending 
willincrease. We think it is the duty ofall parents to visit the school 
in their district at least once each term. Your presence encourages 
teacher and scholars. If continued to be used for school purposes 
the school-houses in several districts should be remodeled and re- 
paired. You should provide suitable houses in which to educate 
your children, and inake them pleasant and attractive. Money occa- 
sionally expended for a good coat of paint and whitewash is well 
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invested. Most of our school-rooms are without proper arrange- 
ments for ventilation. There is a great deficiency in maps, globes, 
and books of reference. Only two districts (Nos. 2 and 10) are 
reported to have a globe, and a majority are without maps. 

There are quite a large number of scholars who are prepared to 
take up more advanced studies than are usually taught in our dis- 
trict schools. Would it not be well to provide a graded school in 
one of our three villages, with the higher grade open to scholars 
from all parts of the town ? 

In conclusion we would state that a larger appropriation of money 
is needed for our schools. Instead of annually appropriating just 
as small an amount as the law allows, we should considerably in- 
crease that amount. As atown we are free from debt, and can 
well afford to liberally support our schools. We should consider 
the interests of the rising generation. A thorough common school 
education is of inestimable value to every young person. Parents, 
for what better purpose can you use your means than for the edu- 
cation of your children? With more money we could employ . 
better teachers, provide a school for advanced scholars, and make 
our schools in every respect an honor and credit to the town.
